Questions You’ve Asked About 


FLORIDA GARDENING! 


Q. Is it wise to prune plants in cold weather? 


A. Not unless it is absolutely necessary. If they are 
pruned back it may encourage new growth and later 
cold will hurt the tender growth. Even if your plants 
are badly damaged by the cold wait until they start to 
put out so you can determine how far back you have to 
cut to remove dead wood. 


* * * 


Q. For several years | have used Hibiscus to form a 
heavy screen for my back yard, where we spend a great 
deal of our leisure time. However, it gets killed back 
each year, and does not give us the privacy. What shrub 
would you recommend that will give us privacy and yet 
be hardy in our area? 


A. One of the best shrubs would be Viburnum odora- 
tissimum, which is a dense, bushy grower. For a more 
slender growing screen, Podocarpus Sinensis is excellent. 
Either will give you an evergreen screen. 


* * * 


Q. This fall and winter | have been enchanted with 
the large shrub or small tree which blooms with such a 
profusion of yellow flowers. What is it? 


A. This is Cassia, one of the heaviest blooming of the 
fall shrubs. It may be kept pruned into a dense shrub 
or trained into a tree, just as you like.

Q. My friend has a plant she calls Mandarin Hat, 
which has tubular curved brick-red flowers, with a wide- 
flung calyx of the same color. It is real showy. What is 
it and can it be grown easily? 


A. This is the HOLMSKIOLDIA SANGUINEA or 
Chinese Hat Flower, and it is very easy to grow. It may 
be grown as a shrub, as a vine, or espaliered on a wall 
for magnificent effect.

Q. | have a Brazilian Pepper which has not produced 
any berries. Is there anything | can do to cause it to 
set fruit? 


A. Probably you have a Brazilian Pepper which is a 
male flowering plant. It will not produce flowers. To 
be sure of bloom it will be wise to purchase a female 
plant from a reliable nurseryman.

Q. What is the earliest grapefruit with good flavor 
that you recommend for home use? 


A. The Ruby Red Grapefruit ripens in October, and is 
excellent in quality. It will produce heavily and provide 
fine fruit for family use.
